More Law’s Delays. 

A printed copy,of Mr. Suvyrsr’s report to 
the Assembly on. the “causes of delay in 
Courts of Justice” has just reached us, and a re- 
perusal of it suggests one or two remarks upon 
the points recently raised. by our corres- 
pondent “B.” This gentleman stoutly ‘maino- 
tains -that all the “ eating of their hearts in 
comfortless. despair,” to which suitors are 
now subjected,’ ig «due to the smallness 
of the Judicial force, and by no means 
to the procrastination of lawyers. Sche- 
duile D attached to the report gives an ac- 
curate account of the proceedings in each of 
the Superior Courts in this City, for one hour 
after the Judges had taken their seats, on a 
day selected at random. We find that on that 
day the Supréme Court, General Term, was 
opened punctually at 11 o’clock A’ M., and 
the presiding Justice proceeded to call the day 
calendar : 

“ Twenty cases were called, a very small propor- 
tion of which were ready. Some were reserved gener- 
ally ; some set down for a future day ; and others wholly 
neglected by counsel on both sides, and consequently run 
down to the foot of the calendar, 

The Circuit epened at 10 o’clock A. M. Until 10% 
o’clock the Court and counsel conversed about other 
cases ; the Judge then proceeded to transact the busi- 
ness of the Oyer and Terminer ; the Circuit busi- 
ness came on at 11 o’clock. 

In the Common Pleas the Court was opened at 11% 
o’élock A. M., and fifteen cases were called, in only 
three of which counsel were ready on both sides. Ina 
all the others either the counsel had other engage- 
ments or witnesses were absent, or some other rea- 
son existed for not trying the cause, for which coun- 
sel, and counsel only, were responsible, In Part II. 
of the Trial Term the first case called was reserved ; 
in the second the defendant’s counsel was ready, but 
the plaintiff's was got, and he did not make his ap- 
pearance for some time.” 

_ We must say that, bad as the above is, we 
think the day the Committee happened to select 
was a very favorable specimen, for in the major- 
ity of cases learned gentlemen are not half so 
vigilant. In our correspondent’s last letter he 
somewhat shifts his ground, and asks for more 
judges, not so much because the present num- 
ber is insufficient’ for the ‘trial of canses, as 
because they have not time enough for study 
at their own houses. Now, the necessity for 
gtudy arises mainly out of causes heard at 
special term before a‘single judge, or appeals 
heard at the general.term before three. What 
effect will + B's” *special” judges have upen 
this department of judicial labor? Suppose 


‘be had. his three aids. fully engaged—would 


their labors lighten the study of the ordinary 
judges? The general.term would have just 
‘as many arguments to hear, and, consequently, 
just, as many legal knots to unravel, and the 
necessity for their working at home would be 
just as great as ever. The judges rarely sit 

than from 11 A. M. to 3 P. M., and we 
think this. is quite little enough for the trans- 
action of business. in court. There.then re- 
main, allowing them eight hours for (sleep and 
two for their meals, ten hours of ‘@very day 
for composing their judgments in causes, to 
the heating of which they have devoted 
at ‘the most . four short hours, and 
often not so much. As long as the court 
sits only a certain number of hours each day, 
if the judges display. ordinary diligence, the 
proportion between the causes heard and the 
‘ pet  aewone ts eal aid,

special term always finally disposed of a case.
